EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22, 25, 27-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Re claims 22, 25, 27-29, prior arts do not teach or suggest the combination of a 
three conductor cable with a conductor, neutral or return line, a protective insulation, a 
protective sheath with the dummy conductors and the control conductors embedded in 
the neutral or return line, which is formed by the component conductors, and a fleece 
tape disposed over the neutral or return line, and the protective sheath disposed over 
the fleece tape.
